Tas DIFFICULTY AT THE CAPE. 


The Gladstone Ministry hss its 

‘ hands full. The troubles in Ireland 
are sufficiently grave to engross its 
attention, and the disturbance at the 
Cape is especially vexatious at such a 
time as the present. England is now 
involved in one of these petty wars,from 
which no glory is to be gained, 
ang of which the cost is considerable. 
The cause of the uprising of the Dutch 
Boers is to be traced through the bis- 
tory of the events of years. 

Before 1877, the Dutch settlers of 
the Transvaal had an independent re- 
pullican government of their own. In 
that year the British forcibly annexed 
the Transvaal to the Cape Colony. 
The act was an outrage, indefensible 
on any principle of right or justice. It 
was done as a war measure. The 
British were then about to engage in 
the campaign against the Zulus. The 
people of the Transvaal, the Boers, as 
they are called, had incurred the hos- 
tility of Cetewayo, the Zulu chieftain, 

and the British feared that in the pos- 
sible event of the defeat of the Boers 
by Cetewayo, he would be encouraged 
to attack Natal. The Transvaal was 
therefore forcibly annexed, as a meas- 
ure of political necessity. The annex- 
ation was effected by a proclamation 
fro the British Commissioner at the 
Cape, and was in opposition to the 
wishes of the Boers. They have never 
since ceased to protest against it. The 
epportunity for which they had waited 
came recently in the revolt of the 
Basutos, and the Boers at once took 
up arms for the restoration of their 
independence. 

The Basutos and the Pondos are 
two distinct tribes of the Kaffir race of 
blacks. They had been friendly with 
the British, and aided in the sup- 
presslom “of the Zulus. The new 
British colonial administration lately 
issued an arbitrary edict, ordering 
the Basutos and Pondos to give up 
their arms. These two tribes refused 
to obey the order. To have done so 
would have exposed them to the dep- 
redations of other tribes of blacks, for 
without firearms they could make no 
effective resistance to oppression. 
The attempt to enforce the order re- 
sulted in an insurrection that the 
British found themselves unable to 
quell with the forces at their cem- 
mand. At this juncture, the Boers, 
seeing their opportunity, raised the 
standard of independence and took up 
arms against the British. The Boers 
have thus far been successful in their 
encounters with the British, and in 
view of the complications in Ireland, 
it is not unlikely that the British gov- 
eroment will grant their independence. 
In their efforts for the recovery of 
their independence these liberty-loving 
Dutchmen should have the sympathy 
of the friends of freedom throughout 


the world.

RECOMMENDATIONS CONCERNING 
THE STATE'S INSANE, 


JANUARY 8, 1881. 


It appears from the report of the 
State Commissioners for the insane, 
that the number of patients now un- 
der care of Langdon & Clark of 
Stockton, and maintained at Nevada's 
expense, is 140. The number has re- 
cently been incorrectly stated as 151. 
The Board recommend the Legislature 


to make arrangements for the care of, 


the patients at an institution within 
the limits of the State. This proposi- 
tion has already been considerably 
discussed in the papers of the State, 
and has met with general approval. It 
will undoubtedly be carried into effect 
this winter. Trustworthy and com- 
petent men in Reno are maturing plans 
for private asylum buildings, and pro- 
pose to apply for a contract with the 
State, Their project is to erect suit- 
able buildings on the State Prison 
grounds here, at their own expense, 
and to éarefor the State’s patients at a 
certain sum per head. The details of 
their plans are not yet completed. We 
favor this project for many reasons, 
which will be discussed more fully at 
an early date. In the first place, the 
State will be saved an expenditure of, 
$75,000 ter std buildings. It 
will be saved the cost of high- 
salaried ¢fficials. It will be saved the

1 . BEETLE. 


We hope to soon receive u com- 
munication from Mr. Le Due, U. 8. 
Commissioner of Agriculture, in refer- 
ence to the Lubbock beetle, the vo- 
racious locust-destroying insect of Asia 
Minor. The importation of this beetle, 
and its distribution in the grasshopper- 
ridden sections of the west might 
prove of incalculable benefit. From 
an allusion in the columns of a late 
New York paper we iofer that a con- 
signment of live beetles is even now 
on the way to this country from the 
‘region which is happily enabled to 
boast of their production. Should 
this inference prove true, we shall do 
our best to secure the introduction of 
the valuable bug in this section. 

Since the appearance of the first an- 
nouncement of Lubbock’s discovery, 
the only thing we have met with to 
throw any light upon the habits and 
propensities of the insect is the fol- 
lowing from the N. V. Sun fof De- 
cember 24: 


“A bug has turned up in Asia Minor 
which feeds upon the eggs of the 
locust. Where acluster of locust eggs 
is examined the destroying insect ap- 

in the midst of them. gLecusts 

rom time immemorial have made 

themselves disliked in Asia, and the 
pew bug, which is believed to deposit 
its egge in the live locust’s body, has 
general sympathy and en ment.” 


Let us hope that “the new Dug” may 
find the climate of this portion of the 
New World not unsuited to the gratifi- 
cation of its fondness for the society of 
locusts. There seems to be a fine 
field for the Lubbeck beetle in the 


Far West.”

EDITORIAL NOTES. 


A railroad 1,000 miles in length, 
running into the heart, of Africa, is 
one of the greatest enterprises of the 
day. . The road is to start from a sea- 
port of Senegal, on the West Coast, 
and to penetrate to the valley of the 
Niger. The country through which 
the preliminary surveys are.making is 
rich, fertile, and productive; the nat- 
ive tribes cultivating a variety ef 
cereals and fruits. The project is of 
French origin, and the road is to be 
built by French capital. The French 
Government has just made an appro- 
priation for the final survey of the 
route. 


The Turf, Field and Farm is author- 
ized to say that Sweetheart will trot 
in the summer of 1881 against Fred. 
Crocker on the Pacific coast, mile 
heats, three-in-five, for $10,000 a side, 
half forfeit, not only against any three- 
year-old, but against any horse one 
year older, She will trot the race 
east of the Rocky Mountains carly in 
the summer, $1,000 to be allowed for 
expenses, or $1,000 will be allowed to 
any horse going to the Pacific coast 
from the Atlantic seaboard. The 
proposition must be taken up on or 
before January 15th. 

If Congress desires to help the sil- 
ver market, it should provide for the 
resumption of the coinage of e 
Dollars for export. They would be 
shipped to China in large amounts, 
and weuld never come back. Since 
the stoppage of theircoinage in April, 
1880, there have been 2,149,869 Mexi- 
can Dollars shipped from San Fran- 
cisco to China. Unable to obtain 
Trades, the Chinese shipped Mexican 
Dollars instead. The Chinese much 
prefer Trade Dollars.

NEVADA'S INSANE PATIENTS. 
Biennial Report of the State Commise- 
sionere — Satisfactory Treatment at 
Stocktoe—The Legislature Recom- 
mended to Provide for Keeping the 
Insane in this State—Cost of Main- 
tepance, etc. 


| To the Honorable, the Legislature of 


the State of Nevada, 

lu compliance with the require- 
ments uf law, the Commissioners for 
the care of the Indigent Insane of the 
State of Nevada have the honor to 
submit the report of their proceedings 
for the years 1879 and 1880, The 
conditions of a contract made by our 
predecessors in office with Drs, Lang- 
don and Clark, of Stockton, Cal., 
March 8, 1877, for four years, in com- 
pliance with an Act of the Legislature 
approved March 2, 1877, includes the 
last two years, to-wit: 1879 and 1880, 
a copy of which contract fully appears 
in the Commissioners’ report for 1877 
and 1878. We have made frequent 
visits to, and inspection of, the Pacific 
Asylum, where our patients are treat- 
ed, to-wit: By Hun. L. L. Crockett, 
January, 1879; by Hon. John H. Kin- 
kead and L. L. Crockett, April, 1879: 
and by Hon. J. F. Hallock and L. IL. 
Crockett, November, 1880, and have 
always found our contract fully com- 
plied with. Very many entertain the 
opinion that the coutract expires at 
the expiration of the four years, to- 
wit: March 3, 1881. But it will be 
borne in mind that said contract stip- 
ulates that “said Drs. Langdon & 
Clark shall continue after the expira- 
tion ofthe said four years upon the 
same terms until the State authorities 
of the State of Nevada are prepared to 
receive them. The number of un- 


| fortunate patients at the Asylum at 


the commencement of the year 1879, 
the dates of admission, causes of in- 
sanity, from what counties committed, 
number and percentage discharged, 
number of deaths, total cost to the 
State, cost per diem, appropriation 
made and amount of deficiency, ap- 
pears in the following tabular state- 
ment. In computing the per cent. 
discharged, it will be remembered in 
justice to Drs. Langdon & Clark, that 
there were at the commencement of 
1879 some thirty-five chronic cases of 
long standing and several subsequent 
commitments of a similar nature. 
These last can only operate against the 
percentage. In conclusion, we are 
gratified to be able to report that the 
insane of our State are well provided 
for and maintained at Stockton; yet 
there are many reasons apparent to 
everyone why they should be provided 
for within ourown State. And be- 
lieving that it would be in conformity 
with the wishes of the majority of the 
people of this State;in keeping with 
the best interests of those who are so 
unfortunate as to be adjudged insane, 
as well as their friends and relatives: 
as a matter of justice to the tax-payers 
in the disbursement of large sums of 
money within our own State; and asa 
matter of economy in future to the 
State, we earnestly reccommend that 
the present Legislature make some 
provisions for their Maintainance 
within the boundaries of our own 


State.
